JAPAX AND THE JAPANESE. 


Lecture l»r Prof. Morse. 


The audience which greeted Prof. 


Morse at the'opera house last night was 
toot so large as it should have been, nnd 
those who stayed away missed a rare 
treat. 


The Professor was introduced by Mr. 


Sullivan Burgess, and without apology or 
prefatory remarks of any kind launched 
into his subject at once. He. said that the 
Idea which occurs first to an American 
who visits Japan is the strangeness and 
newness of everything—nothing that lie 
has ever scon before can be likened unto 
the sights which meet lila yisldn every 
moment. The flrst thing which attracted 
his attention upon landing were the slioes 
of the people. The Professor drew illus- 
trations on the blackboard, to describe 
the shoes aud stockings, and his explana- 
tion of the manner in which they are put 
on, worn and taken off was highly inter- 
esting. Following this the Professor de- 
scribed rapidly tho modes of conveyance 
in the empire, the absence of horses and 
the substitution of men in their places as 
drawers of vehicles, drawing on the 
blackboard a sketch of the principal 
mode of .conveyance. He described the 
manner in which babies arc cared for, the 
houses of the people, and the furniture 
they contained, spoke of their diet, which 
is almost entirely vegetable, of the raw 
fish they cat, etc. He said they arc the 
most cleanly people ke over saw, and 
nowhere in the empire can any filth or 
garbage bo found—which fact accounts 
for their lipnlthfulness and tlic entire 
absence of nil flitli-iliscfiscs among them. 
Ho spoke of the kindness which seemed to 
be a part of the nature of tho Japanese, 
and said th.it there was no such thing 
known as cruelty to animals or abuse to 
ruildirn. He. told aluoof their politeness, 
especially to foreigners, which contrasts 
with thai of American* to tbc great disad- 
vantage of tlic latter.

JAPAN AND THE JAPANESE. 


Lecture by Prof. Morse. 


The audience which greeted Prof. 


Morse at the'opera house last night was 
toot so large as it should have been, and 
those who stayed away missed a rare 
treat. 


The Professor was introduced by Mr. 


Sullivan Burgess, and without apology or 
prefatory remarks of any kind launched 
into his subject at once. He said that the 
Idea which occurs first to an American 
who visits Japan is the strangeness and 
newness of everything—nothing that lie, 
has ever soon before can be likened unto 
the sights which meet tils yisltln every 
moment. The first thing which, attracted 
his attention upon landing were the shoes 
of the people. The Professor drew illus- 
trations on the blackboard, to describe 
the slices and stockings, and his explana- 
tion of tbo manner in which they are put 
on, worn nnd taken off was highly inter- 
esting. Following this the Professor de- 
scribed rapidly the modes of conveyance 
in the empire, the absence of horses and 
the substitution of men in their places as 
drawers of vehicles, drawing on the 
blftcklxrard a sketch of the principal 
mode of ..conveyance. He described the 
manner in which babies arc cared for, the 
houses of the people, and the furniture 
they contained, spoke of their diet, which 
is almost entirely vegetable, of the raw 
flsli they cat, etc. He snid they arc the 
most cleanly people ke ever saw, and 
nowhere in the empire can any filth or 
garbage be found—which fact accounts 
for their hcuUhfulncss and tlic entire 
absence of all filth-discuses among them. 
He spoke of the kindness which seemed to 
be a part of the nature of the Japanese, 
and said th.it thcr« was no such thing 
known as cruelty to animals or abuse to 
childipn. Untold alsoof their politeness, 
especially If foreigners, which contrasts 
with thai of Americans to the great disad- 
vantage of (lie latter.
